As of February 10, 2016, the Home had 194 admitted veterans.  Tarr/Welch has 8 veterans approved in the 

candidate pool.  LEDU has 23 veterans approved in the candidate pool.  The Home has 109 active applicants.

Commandant LaBrecque reviewed the FY16 (July 1, 2015 - June 30, 2016) Financial Summary of the New

*QUALITY ASSURANCE REPORT: 

Michelle Pelletier, Director of Resident Care Services, provided a Quality Assurance Report of the progress for the 

past quarter ending December 15, 2015, and will share updated information with the Board on a quarterly basis – 

February, May, August, and November. 

 

*RESIDENT/STAFF MATTERS: 

Bill Bertholdt, NHVH Resident Council President, provided a Resident Activity Summary of the many trips and 

activities during the past month. 
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*BOARD MEMBERSHIP: 

Chairman Lloyd has submitted a letter to the Governor & Executive Council recommending the nomination of Sue 

Cuddy to fill the female veteran position on the Board.  Sue is a retired Navy Nurse and a member of the VFW.  

We have not heard back from the Governor’s Office regarding this nomination. 
 

Ben Saxon has reminded the DAV Auxiliary of their upcoming position on the Board in March to replace Madeline 

Dreusicke, VFW Auxiliary representative. 
 

At the February 10, 2016 Meeting, the Governor & Executive Council nominated Elaine Baker as the female 

resident and Bill Bertholdt as the male resident to serve on the Board. 

 

*BOARD BYLAWS: 

The draft copy of the proposed Bylaws were reviewed and discussed.  Motion was made by Raymond Goulet, 

seconded by Bob Blais, to approve these Bylaws. M/C. 

 

*OTHER BUSINESS: 

Madeline Dreusicke brought posters and applications for the Honor Flight New England which can be applied for 

by New Hampshire Veterans Home residents.  Honor Flight New England transports World War II veterans to see 

their memorial in Washington, DC at no cost to those that served. 

 

Bob Blais discussed the American Legion Posts’ fundraising campaign to purchase a golf cart for the Veterans
